RESOLUTION 

No. 17-PG(45)/63. — The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the port of Vishakha- 
patnam for the year 1962-63. The salient features of the 
Report are given below : — 


1. FINANCIAL RESULTS : 

(a) Port Fund : The revenue receipts of the port (exclud- 
ing the Pilotage Account and Special receipts) during the 
year were Rs. 183.38 lakhs as compared with Rs, 167.89 
lakhs during the year 1961-62. The increase in income was 
mainly due to more receipts under landing fees and handling 
charges and terminal and siding charges collected from the 
South Eastern Railway. 

The expenditure (excluding special expenditure and expen- 
diture charged to the Pilotage Account) during the year 
Tinder review was Rs. 175.20 l&Jths as against Rs. 108.17 lakhs 
in 1961-62. Contributions amounting to Rs. 30 lakhs and 
Rs. 5 lakhs were made to the Depreciation Reserve Fund 
and Revenue Reserve Fund respectively during 1962-63. 
The year’s working disclosed a net deficit of Rs. 7.95 lakhs 
The deficit was mainly due to the implementation of Second 
Pay Commission scales of pay and payment of arrears from 
1-7-59 and increased payment of interest on Capital. 

(b) Pilot ate Account : The gross income and expenditure 
under the Pilotage Account during 1962-63 were Rs. 2.60 
lakhs and 2.24 lakhs, respectively, resulting in a surplus of 
Rs. 0.36 lakhs during the year. 

(c) Reserve Funds : The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at the end of the year was 
satisfactory. 


2. TRAFFIC : 

(a) Trade : The total dead weight tonnage of imports 
which passed through the port during the year 1962-63 was 
17 18 lakh-tonnes as against 13.96 lakh-tonnes in the previous 
year, registering an increase of 3.22 lakh tonnes. The increase 


was mainly due to increase in the import of chemicals other 
than medicines (Ammonium Sulphate, Sulphur, other sorts), 
foodgrains, and other miscellaneous items. 

The exports during the year 1962-63 amounted to 15.05 
lakh-tonnes as against 14,57 lakh-tounes in the previous year, 
registering an increase of 0.48 lakh tonnes. The exports 
showed a slight upward trend under iron ore. The main items 
of exports were blinker coal, myrobalans, foodgrains (wheat), 
jute raw, manure oil cake, molasses, pig iron, manganese ore, 
iron ore, sugar, tobacco unmanufactured and other items. 

(b) Shipping ; The number of foreign-going vessels which 
entered the port during 1962-63 was 393 with a total tonnage 
of 1,819,529. The corresponding figures for the previous year 
were 382 and 1,771,492 tons. 208 coastal vessels with a 
total tonnage of 741,647 visited the port during the year 
under review as against 227 with a total tonnage of 
790,181 during 1961-G2. 

The s.s, “SKIATHOS” of length 565' O.A. with a gross 
registered tonnage of 6,725, was the longest vessel and the 
s.s. “VASSO”, with draft forward 31'— 11" and Aft. 
32'— 04". length 496'— O.A. and G.R.T. 11,562, was the 
deepest vessel which entered the port during the year 1962-63. 

3. LABOUR : 

Relations with labour continued to be satisfactory during 
the year 1962-63. 

4. CAPITAL WORKS: 

Capital works of an aggregate value of Rs. 118.46 lakhs 
were carried out during the year 1962-63 bringing the total 
Capital Outlay by the Government of India on the port during 
the post-war years to about Rs. 619 lakhs. The most im- 
portant items covered by the Capital programme of the Port 
during 1962-63 were (i) the construction of four additional 
berths with provision for mechanisation of ore-handling faci- 
lities at the two ore berths (ii) construction of two shipping 
tugs (iii) lengthening and deepening of the dry dock and (iy) 
undertaking of long-term repairs to break-water, work in 
respect of which made substantial progress. 

5. PORT FIRE SERVICES : 

During the year under report the Service has acquired a 
Jeep Fire Engine of 260 to 350 gallons per minute capacity. 
She was put into commission from January 1963 with a crew 
of one driver and four khalasi-firemen. The fire service 
attended in all to 10 fires. Valuable assistance was rendered 
to the Hindustan Shipyard on 26-5-62 during a serious fire. 

6. AMENITIES TO STAFF : 

The Port Administration’s welfare measures covered a vast 
variety of activities, such as sports, cultural programmes, 
canteens and rest rooms, clubs, general medical attention, etc. 
As usual, grants from the Staff Welfare Fund were given to 
needy employees, clubs, etc.
